The  order  of  presentation  of  an  appeal  shall  De  as  follows:  Representatives  or 
the  Department,  Board,  Commission  or   person  from  wnose  order  the  appeal  is  taker 
shall  open  the  discussion.  Tne  appellant  shall  then  present  his  or  he1-  case. 
Rebuttal  or  closing  remarks  may  oe  made  by  either  party  only  in  exceptional 
circumstances  and  is  entirely  within  tne  discretion  of  the  Board. 

In  the  case  o^  protest  appeals,  tne  protestants  shall  speak  first. 

It  snail  oe  the  procedure  that  the  time  allowed  for  each  side  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  minutes,  or  ten  minutes  per  person,  whichever  is  less.   If  more  time  is 
aeemec  necessary,  such  arguments  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  received  by  the 
Board  not  later  tnan  two  days  before  tne  appointed  hearing. 

The  Board  shall  consider  the  departmental  letter  deemed  as  read,  and  such  must  be 
received  by  the  Board  no  later  than  two  days  prior  to  the  appointed  hearing. 

Each  member  present  at  a  meeting  shall  vote  for  or  against  the  matter  before  them 
unless  a  Commissioner  is  excused  from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present.  (Amended  February  5,  1986)  (Emphasis  added) 

SPECIAL  NOTES 

Pursuant  to  the  Board's  Rules  any  written  evidence  or  arguments  in  writing  must  be 
received  by  opposing  parties  and  departments  as  well  as  by  the  Board  not  later  than 
two  days  before  the  hearing.

REQUESTS  FOR  REHEARING 
Written  requests  for  rehearing  must  be  filed  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  a  decision 
and  may  be  filed  only  by  principals  in  the  appeal.  Except  in  extraordinary  cases,  and 
to  prevent  manifest  injustice,  motions  for  rehearing  shall  not  be  made  by  the  Board 
except  upon  the  following  conditions:  (a)  The  applicant  for  the  rehearing  shall  submit  a 
written  request  stating  succinctly  the  grounds  upon  which  such  rehearing  is  requested, 
(b)  If  new  evidence  be  relied  upon  as  a  ground  for  rehearing,  the  application  shall  show: 
1.  The  nature  and  character  of  the  new  evidence;  2.  The  names  of  the  witnesses  and/or  a 
description  of  the  documents  to  be  produced;  and  3.  Why  the  evidence  was  not  produced  at 
the  original  hearing.  Failure  to  exercise  due  diligence  to  produce  the  evidence  at  the 
previous  hearing  shall  be  deemed  grounds  for  denial  of  the  petition.  All  presentations  for 
requests  for  rehearing  shall  be  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  the  general  practice  of  the 
Board  that  no  verbal  testimony  shall  be  recieved  when  such  request  for  rehearing  is 
considered  by  the  Board.

It  shall  be  the  procedure  that  the  time  allowed  for  each  side  shall  not  exceed 
fifteen  minutes,  or  ten  minutes  per  person,  whichever  is  less"   If  more  time  is 
deemed  necessary,  such  arguments  must  be  made  in  writing,  and  received  by  the 
board  not  later  than  two  days  before  the  appointed  hearing. 

The  Board  shall  consider  the  departmental  letter  deemed  as  read,  and  such  must  be 
received  by  the  Board  no  later  than  two  days  prior  to  the  appointed  hearing. 

Each  member  present  at  a  meeting  shall  vote  for  or  against  the  matter  before  their, 
unless  6  Commissioner  is  excused  from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present.  (Amended  February  5,  1986)  (Emphasis  added)

Kailed  notice  of  public  hearings  on  appeals  are  sent  to  all   parties  at  least  five 
oays   prior  tc  the  oete  of  hearinc.     In  the  event  that  a  matter  is   continued  to  e 
specific  date  by  tne  presiding  officer  and  announced  tc  tne  parties  in  the  hearinc 
rooc,  no  additional  mailed  notice  will   be  sent.     Please  call   the  board  office  at 
554-6721  for  scheduling  or  other  information  during  regular  business  hours. 

REQUESTS  FOR  REHEARING 
Written  requests   for  rehearing  must  be  filed  withm  ten  days  froir  the  date  of  a  decision 
and  may  be  filed  only  by  principals  in  the  appeal.     Except  in  extraordinary  cases,  and 
to  prevent  manifest  injustice,  motions  for  rehearing  shall  not  be  made  by  the  Board 
except  upon  the   following  conditions:   (a)  Tne  applicant  for  the  rehearing  shall  submit  a 
written  reauest  stating  succinctly  tne  grounds  upon  whicn  suet  rehearing  is  requested. 
(b)    If  ne*  evidence  be  relied  upon  as  a  ground  for  rehearing,  the  application  shall  show 
1.   The  nature  and  character  of  the  new  evidence;  2.  The  names  of  the  witnesses  and/or  a 
description  of  the  documents  to  be  produced;  and  3.  Wny  the  evidence  was  not  produced  at 
the  original  hearinc.     Failure  to  exercise  due  diligence  to  produce  the  evidence  at  the 
previous  hearing  shall  be  deeaed  grounds  for  denial  of  the  petition.  All  presentations  fj 
requests  for  rehearing  shall  be  in  writing,,  and  it  shall  be  the  general  practice  of  the 
fcoard  that  no  verbal  testimony  shell  be  recieved  when  such  request  for  rehearing  is 
considered  by  the  Board.
